Also enclosed is a copy of our paper entitled "Enhanced Motion Classification 
(Summer intern project report)" by Shi Zhong. This paper was provided to DARPA (Defense 
Advanced Research Projects Agency) in May 2000 with a BAA response as an example of 
research that had been conducted by the assignee. A copy of the paper was again provided to 
DARPA in December 2002 in response to an informal inquiry for technology development 
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ideas. Applicants are unaware of any other distribution of this paper. The status as to 
whether the submittal to DARPA constitutes a publication under 35 USC §102 is unknown.
